from Oct. 23, 1819, to July 19, 1820. The 
Levant left Woahoo, July 24th, and Atooi, 
Aue, 7th, at which date the members of the 
different mission families Were in perfect health 
comfortably settled at their respective stations, 
diligently employed in teaching the natives, 
indulging great hopes of success, and enjoying 
to a rémarkable degree, the divine presence 
and blessing. Let all the friends of missions 

yraise the Lord for his goodness, and the peecu- 
far favor which he has vouchsafed to this be- 
nevolent enterprise. Let them fall on their 
knees before the throne of grace, and render 
a tribute of heartfelt thanksgiving ; and let 
them plead, with with more earnest importuni- 
ty. than ever before, for their brethren now 
among ignorant and henighted pagans, thatGod 
would give them wisdom, grace, and strength

JOURNAL OF THE MISSIONARIES. 
First View of Owhyhee, March 80, 4820. 


Let us thank God and take courage. Early 
‘this morning the long looked for Owbyhee, and 

the cloud-capt and snow-eapt Mouna Keah, ans 
pear in full view, to the little company on boar. 
A heavy cloud now envelopes a considerable 
part of this stupendous mountain, on the sum- 
mit of which a great body of snow appears, at 
intervels, quite above the clouds. 

41 o’clock a..m. We are now eoasting along 
the northern part of the island, so near the 
shore, as to see the numerous habitations, on 
tivated fields, rising smokes, in different dire 
tions, fresh vegetation, rocks, rivulets,caseades, 
trees &e.—and by the help of.glasses, men and 
women, immortal beings purchased with re- 
deeming blood. We are much pleased, not to 
say delighted, with the scene; and long to be 
ou shore. {opoo has designated the spet, ina 
little valley, near the beach, where he was 
born. Heand his two countrymen are great- 
ly animated with the prospect of their native 
shores. Near the southern extremity of the 
island, the walls of an ancient Moreeah, or 
heathen temple, appear, where the sacrifices of 
abomination have long been offered to demons,

Extract of a letter te a gentleman in Wilmington, dated 
Kinderhook, New-York, April 4, 1821. 


When I wrote last, I believe 60 were rejoicing in 
hope at Kinderhook landing, and 14 at Coxsackie ; now 
we have about 90 at the former, and 140 at the latter. 
Three weeks ago, last Sabbath, the sacrament of the 
Lord’s supper was administered in Coxsackie; Dr. 
M’ Auley, from Schenectady, preached from 15th Luke, 
* There is joy in Heaven,” &c. and a more solemn and 
interesting discourse I never heard.—Eighty-five came 
forward in the broad aisle, and publicly enlisted under 
the banner of the cross-—-there you might see many, 
who a few days before were gay and thoughtless, several 
who were noted drunkards, openly declaring their al- 
legiance to the King of kings. any thoughtless sine 
ners were alarmed, and’the work there continues ; the 
anxious seats are still constantly filled with those who 
are distressed, and those ~who have found hope since 
the last sacramental day. Mr. L. is constantly engaged 
and dees the work of an evangelist. Oh!my dear 
friends, it would do your very souls to see the 
young converts assemble together after the evening 
service, to sing Zion’s songs, and praise that Jesus w 
has redeemed them with his precious blood. It wo 
not at all surprise me if more than 200 should be 
brought in during this great revival. 

At the landing, where have been spending my time 
chiefly, except devoting two or three evening's a week 
to C. the work is subsiding: it eo been 
confined to our school district, and y a house is to 
be found where some soul is not praising God. On last 
Sabbath, I withessed, and all Kinderhook too, a scene 
never before witnessed by any of us ; it was the day on 
which the church celebrated the dying love of our 
dear Redeemer, 122 were upon confession, and 
four by certificate: among them I found my sister, the 
last remaining member of our family who was not a 


professor. After three months and more awful distress, 
che hac fowrd UC? JESUS, DOTS visa twurthisds of this 


large number were the fruits of the revival at Kinder. 
hook landing. Bless the Lord, O my soul, for what 
my eyes have seen. Mr. L. assisted Mr. S. and preached 
from Psalms xxiii. 1. a most lovely discourse, showing 
the relationship between Christ and his flock. His 
conclusion was a most awful and solemn address to im- 
penitents. Twenty-six then came forward to take upon 
them their baptismal vow, and after they were baptized, 
all the new members were called up. Our church isa 
lar; one, but they filled the broad aisle from the tables 
in front of the desk clear into the porch. Mr. L. ad- 
dressed them, told them their covenant with God, and 
warned them of their danzers in this wilderness werld, 
He then turned to the spectators and in a solemn man- 
ner called to mind that awful day when a line would be 
drawn between the sheep and the goats, at the bar of 
God ; at which, they would not be unconcerned specta- 

tors. Oli! may God bring it home with power. As the 

day was very mild and pleasant, the church was filled 

to overflowing; about 1500 attended in the whole. 

Mr. L. although, from his arduous labours unwell 
when he began, and’Mr. S. from the same cause, simi- 
larly situated, gathered strength as the exercises pro- 
ceeded, and were enabled to speak, taking their turns 
alternately at 6 or 7 tables, which were filled with com- 
municants: about 400 communed ; among the commu- 
nicants were about a dozen little girls and boys, ten, 
eleven, and twelve years of age, who were brought in 
at the landing: Yes, and adored be the Lord, there I 
saw the grey head, whom in my infancy I had seen 
drunk very often; and there the card player, the proe 
fane swearer, the Sabbath breaker, and the moralist 
rejoicing in the hope of the glory of God, and coming 
forward to banquet at the table of their crucified mas- 
ter. 
It was a melting scene, and the concotirse was still, 
and with few exceptions, solemn as eternity, Although 
the service lasted about five hours, the church continu- 
ed full, and I saw no uneasiness manifested; I trust it 
was aday which will never be forgotten by many a hard 
heart. 

Great attention prevails in the village, more than 20 
are anxious, and several are rejoicing. On last Friday 
evening, I visited Columbiaville, in the southeast cor-

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MISSION AMONG THE CHOCTAWS. 


[For the henefit of those readers of the Reposi- 
rt whe may not be intimately acquainted 
with missions, we beg leave to state, that 
Extrier is in the state of Mississippi, on the 
Valo-Busha creek, 30 miles above its junc- 
tien with the Yazoo. The first house raised 
in the then wilderness, was in August, 1818, 
by Mr. Kingsbury, and Mr. Williams and 
wife, rainerd, who have since been 
joined by persons, of various oceupations, un- 
til their nambers amount to 43 men and 9 
women; the fiave cleared 50 acres ; put up 
45 or 20 bifildings, including a mill, shops, 
&e. have a school of 70 or 80 children on the 
Laneastrian pl the Choctaws are divid- 
ed inte three Jistricts, that in which Elliot is 
situated have given $2,000 (which was com- 
ing to them yearly for 17 years from the 
U. 8.) to the school. } ‘ 


EXTRACTS PROM THE JOURNAL KEPT AT ELLIOT. 


Sickness of Mr. Fisk. 


Sept. 3. Sabbath. Brother Fisk very unwell, 
though ‘able to attend meeting. He was in 
ood health yesterday mecuns and laboured 
an all day. In the evening, he went into the 
ereek for the purpose of bathing; was attacked 
by a chill as soon as he came out of the water, 
whieh has continued ever since, attended with 
severe pains. 
6. Brother Fisk has a settled billious fever, 
ich s with great violence, and is attend- 
5 plireing symptoms. Fearing that, as 
advanced, he might be deprived of 
reason, he this day, with entire composure of 
mind, made his will and settled all his tempo- 
ral affairs.* Several of the children, who re- 
main during the vacation, are unwell, and one 


of them has fo daye 
afever. We would acknowledg the goodness 


f in so far restoring to health brother 
Pride and sister Williams, that they are able 
to attend on the sick. 

40. Our dear brother Fisk, feeling a little 
revived about noon, requested the peut to he 
collected, that he might have the privilege of 
addressing them once more before he died. He 
first spoke very affectionately to the brethren 
and sisters ; exhorted them to live together in 
peace and abound in the work of the Lord. 
Speaking of the dispensations of Providence 
towards this mission he said, “that notwith- 
standing they were dark and mysterious, yet 
the cause was God’s, and therefore it would 
prosper; and that, theugh one and another 
might be taken from the field, yet their places 
would he supplied. He wished it to be distinctly 
stated te his friends, and the Christian public, 
that he never, for a moment, sig: ingey leaving 
his native land and engaging in the missionar 
servi He said, there was nothing for whic 
he wished to live, excepting that he might la- 
bour longer in the cause. He then spoke to the 
hired men, and others present, exhorting them 
to.attend to the great concerns of their souls ; 
ant assured them of a future judgment and the 
retributions of eternity. At parting, he again 
exhorted the brethren and sisters to be of one 


heart and ene mind, and to let the leve of God 


dwell constantly within them. He spoke of his 


* Mr. Fisk gave his whole property, amounting, in 
his estimation, to about $800, to the Board, under 
whose direction he had been employed. Some arti- 
cles, which he carried with him to Elliot, he gave to 
that mission and schvol : his other property to the ge- 
neral funds. He had fitted himself out for the mission, 
at his own expense; and carried with him a set of 
blacksmith’s tools, and various other implements, 





been confined with | 
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eonfidenee in the redemption of Christ; ace- 
knowledgéd his own pollution ;—but said he 
trusted in the blood of Jesus for cleansing from 
all sin. 

12. To a hrother, who inquired after his 
health, brother F. replied; “ I feel as if I was 
wearing out.” Do yeu see any thing in this 
world worth staying for? “ Not at all. If the 
Lord has done all that he has to do by me, I 
can go cheerfully.” Then pressing the hand 


of brother J. who had been conversing with 


him, he said, “ let the glory of God be the great 
end of all you do. With how much more sat- 
isfaction could I look back on my life, if it had 
been different in this respéct. 

15. This morning brether Fisk’s symptoms 
appeared more favorable. He slept and breath- 
ed easily, and was more free from pain. ‘This 
evening his sleep appears to be a lethargy, from 
which it is impossi fe to awake him. 

16. About 9 o’clock this morning, the fam‘ly 
were collected, as it was believed that our dear 
brother was near hisend. Deep hollow groans, 
with difficult respiration, and a pulse seareely 
perce admouished us of his approachin 

issolution. But, through the atoning blood 
of Christ, death to him had lest its terrors. 
When asked for what we should pray, he said, 
“only that I may wait with patience till my 
change come.” In the afternoon, he revived 
and requested that a hymn might be sung. 
Theugh unable to join with his veiee, his whole 
soul was engaged, and almost in an ecstacy, 
while he heard the 222d of the select hymns, 


“* While en the verge of life I stand, &c.” 


He was desirous that the time should come, 
when he might lay his head on the breast of 
Jesus, and breathe his life out sweetly there. 
He had often ifested a strong desire to see 


brother Kingsbury once more ; and he said thie; 
he did not know wiry he was spared, 


unless it was, that he might enjoy this privi- 
ge. About sun-set brother K. arrived. He 
did not hear that brother Fisk was sick until 
last evening. 

47. This morning our brother spoke with 
interest of the holy Sabbath, and hoped he 
might be permitted, on this blessed day, to en- 
ter into his rest. Though we had but faint 
hopes of his recovery, yet no exertions were re- 
mitted, which were judged to have a favorable 
tendency. Brother Williams has been ill for 
several days, and is threatened with a fever. 
In the evening brother F. lay several hours ap- 
ren in the agunies of death. 

48. ‘This morning our dear brother appears 
a little revived, whieh has again raised our 
hopes. Brother Williams is very sick with the 
fever, attended with violent pains in the head 
and back. Brother and sister Jewell’s child is 
also sick. Dr. Pride and brother Howes are 
still feeble. 

Sent a boy this morning with provisions to 
meet the waggon, that went after brother Wood. 


Death and Character of Mr. Fisk. 


Brother Fisk is evidently wasting away, 
though apparently free from paie. Havin 
naturally a strong constitution, he is continue 
much beyond our expectation. 

About 11 o’elock, A. M. he was perceived to 
fail rapidly ; and it was soon evident that the 
ehange, which he had so long desired, was 
speedily approaching. He continued to breathe 
till about a quarter past 42 0’el..ek, when, with- 
out a struggle or a groan, he sweetly fell asleep 
in Jesus. Blessed are the dead who die in the 
Lord. We have no reason to mourn on his ae- 


count. For him to die was gain, Ours is the 
loss. In all the cares, and labours, and anxie- 
ties, of this mission, the deceased cheerfully 
bore.a large share. In laborious industry, in 
patient self-denial. in pious example, in holy 
and ardent’ devotion of soul and body to the 
missionary cause, he was pre-eminent. 

The Choetaws, who came around him said, 
‘‘ The good man was going to die, and the 
eame to see him.” To one of them he said, 
“ Be not discouraged ; God had a little work 
for me to do here, and I have done it, and am 
going to leave you. But be not discouraged ; 

od will not suffer his work among the Choe- 
taws to cease ; he will send other men to teach 
your children.” 

20. To day with many tears, mingled with 
Christian consolation, we consigned the lifeless 
remains of our dear departed friend to the silent 
grave, there to wait till the morning of the re- 
surrection. The friends of missions have much 
oecasian to rejoice, that there has been such a 
labourer in the missionary field, and with us 
will long lament-the loss we have sustained. 

21. Brother Williams somewhat better, as 
are the others, who have been sick Mr. Jew- 
ell, and one of our hired men, commeneed build- 
ing a briek chimney, the first that has been at- 
tempted at Elliot. 

22. About 4 P M. through the kind Provi- 
dence of our God, we had the pleasure of wel- 
coming to this consecrated spot, our dear broth- 
er and sister Wood, who have so long been de- 
tained by sickness. We trust the meeting was 
truly happy to us all. ‘They are still feeble, 
the fever and ague not having yet left them. 

27. Brother Williams more comfortable. 
Brother Jewell has a chill accompanied with 
fever. Seven of the family are at this time 


afflicted with this diccace, thangh most of them 
}are ante to ve out, excepting two or three hours, 


while the paroxysm of fever is on them. When 
Dr. Pride returned from attending Mr. and 
Mrs. Wood, it was expected that he would go 
immediately to the other establishment; but 
such has been the state of his own health, and 
the situation of the family, that he has not been 
able to leave Elliot. {| To be continued,}
